LONG SEARCH REVEALS 
“ LINCOLN’S DOUBLE 


Searcher Says He Never Expects Again 
to Find a More Striking Lin- 
coln Resemblance. 


EARCH in forty-eight states has produced 

the exact prototype cf Abraham Lincoln, 

says the man who conducted it. This pro- 
totype is of the mountains. He came up from 
the soll and worked his way through collega 
Like that other mountain man, he has a quiet 
humer, a native drawl, and slow gestures. 

Dr. Francis Trevelyan Miller, author of “The 
Portrait Life of Lincoln” and other historical 
books, since 1916 has been looking for a man 
fashioned in what he calls the “Lincoln mold.” 
Me found him in John BW. Holley of Cincinnati. 
The search also yielded two other distinctive 
Lincoln types, a clergyman in New York and a 
School teacher in Brooklyn. 

That the “Lincoln 
type” endures and 
did not appear just 
once as a phenomen- 
on has been proved 
by the resemblance 
to Lincoln of some 
200 men now living. 


Daniel Chester 
French, Paul Bart- 
lett, George Gray 


Barnard, sculptors of 
the martyred presi- 
dent, searched for 
their models in var- 
jous parts of the 
United States, John 
Drinkwater and his 
associates studied a 
hundred or more types before selecting Frank 
McGlynn as the best actor available for the dram- 
atic interpretation of Lincoln. 

Karly historians of Lincoln, according to Dr. 
Miller, did not pay much attention to the de 
tails of his life. They made him a heroic and 
at times unreal figure, building their records 
principally on a foundation of forma! facts about 
Lincoln in public life. But of the temperamen- 
tal Lincoln of stormy moods, of many loves, with 
an inordinate fondness for the violin—the spiri- 
twa) Lincoln—only later historians have written. 

“It is quite possible,” said Dr, Miller, “that 
if Lincoln bad not become a great statesman he 
would have been a great musician.” 

Lincoln’s mother was a high strung, emotion 
al woman from whom he inherited much of his 
romanticism. It was this man of great vision 
and deep melancholy who walked seven miles 
every week to visit the grave of his first love 
—Ann Rutledge—and kneeling there, said: 
“Here my heart {s buried.” 

“I am satisfied with the historical results,” 
said Dr. Miller, “I do not expect ever to find 
again a more striking resemblance to Lincoln. 
Mr. Holley is a modern, representative American, 
out in a moment he becomes Lincoln by simply 
dishevelling his hair, relaxing from the nervous 
strain of our busy world, permitting himself to 
settle back into the natural state of his early 
ife and surroundings. He was born in a log 
eabin and all his early life was similiar to 
Lincoln's, In fact, Mr. Holley spent 
most of his life in the Lincoln country, 
on the border between Kentucky and West 
Virginia. He is of the physica) structure of Lin- 
yoln and has his natural movements and manner- 
isms. He is the exact counterpart of Lincoln 
when “Abe” was a country lawyer, before he 
grew his beard. 

“We had some difficulty in getting Mr. Holley 
to pose for the pictures which we plan to take 
through the Lincoln country,” said Mr. Miller. 
“But he could not resist that sense of duty to 
help us which all the mountain folk have— 
which Lincoln himself had. It is just another 
Lincoln trait which makes him true to the type. 
He finally said, after talking the mutter over 
with his wife and children: 

“Well, I’m not an actor, but if I look like 
Lincoln to such an extent that [ can perpetuate 
his life, it is my duty to do it.’” 

Dr. Miller said that there was no definite plan 
to make a moving picture of the historic Lin- 
coln pageant. The photographs will embody 
many incidents in Lincoln's life, and will be 
yaken on the exact ground where they occurred,

Europe’s Universal Hero of the War 


Is Bavens. “‘The Mysterious Grenadier

Belgian Grenadier Took Turns in Fighting in Almost Every European Army of the 
War—The “Fighting Neutral” —Swindler—Last Survivor of 
Glorified Self-Interest. 


UROPE has found its universal hero of the 
E war. 

He is not Foch, nor Haig, nor Hinden- 
burg, nor Mackensen; he is only a common sol- 
dier, yet so uncommon that he served on every 
front in Europe and in practically every army, 
friend and enemy alike, 

He played a practical joke on the world, and 
as a result his name will live forever in the folk- 
lore of all the warring nations. To-day he is the 
hero of many a conversation in cafes from Paris 
to Moscow. His name is on every tongue. He is 
called the “Mysterious Grenadier.” 


Pierre Francois Bayens was born near Brus- 
sels of a Belgian father and a German mother, 
and is now almost fifty years old. The year be- 
fore the war he enlisted, in spite of his age, in 
the Royal Belgian Grenadiers. He shared in the 
retreat of 1914, deserted at Havre, and joined 
the French Foreign Legion. Tiring of the blue 
coats, he slipped acros the line in the uniform 
of a dead German, After a week in the opposite 
trenches he was sent down to the base and trans- 
ferred to a Saxon regiment, which, in turn, he 
deserted. He took part in Mackensen’s drive, 
and then deserted to the Rumanians. He is said 
to be entitled to meda!s from the French, Ger- 
man, Belgian, Austrian, Polish and Rumanian 
armies.| Stories are current of his gallantry on 
both sides at the battle of Verdun. With the 
French poilus or in the midst of goose-step disci- 
pline he was equally at ease. He marched to the 
tune of the “Marseillaise’ or of “Deutschland 
uber Alles.” 

The universal volunteer, Bayens, was for years 
the only free man in Europe. Mocking at mili- 
tarism, he served in each army as long as it 
suited his purpose, no longer. He fought as 
readily on one side as on the other. He never 
shirked the firing line and was twice wounded; 
yet no one had less reason to risk his life in the 
conflict. 

Was {it quest of adventure only which sent 
him wandering across war-torn Europe? Not at 
all. An impersonal figure, only concerned in 
his trade, while all about him men were fight- 
ing and dying for their ideals, Bayens picked 


their pockets. He served mostly as a regimen- 
tal cook, or waiter, in officers’ messes, because 
there were fatter purses. Three cases are known 
where he committed frauds on officers or men, 
and three times he was court-martialed, twice by 
the French, and once by the Germans. He was 
punished for theft; for wearing decorations to 
which he had no claim (perhaps he did have the 
right); and he spent a month in a Berlin mili- 
tary prison for riotous conduct as a soldier, 


Bayens is very tall and has a limp. He is not 
over-intelligent, though no fool. Yet, conspicuous 
as he is, he moved freely over Europe in pursuit 
of his trade. (What a wonderful spy gone to 
waste!) He saw four big offensives, two on 
each side, yet he is a swindler rather than a sol- 
dier by trade. That his story is mainly true 
there seems little doubt. ‘The Paris Temps prints 
it. The prefecture of police of Paris admits it, 
and verification comes from Berlin and Bucha- 
rest, Bayens is, or was, till recently, under ar- 
rest for fraud‘ at Basle, Switzerland, and the 
police of Moscow, Brussels, Paris and Berlin 
hold old warrants from 1916-1917 for sim- 
ilar offenses. With swindling as his greatest 
incentive to adventure, Pierre Bayens has leaped 
into immortality as the universal legendary 
figure of the war. The “fighting neutral,” the 
last survivor of glorified self-interest, yet has 
the “Mysterious Grenadier” earned well his 
title.

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LOSS AND GAIN 

Immigration figures show an increase of 41 
per cent for the first five months of the year, 
compared with the corresponding period of last 
year, while the newcomers from Britain were 
twice those of a year ago. The total of new ar- 
rivals exceeded 39,000. Of these more than 2,000 
came from the United States. Unfortunately, no 
record is kept of those who leave the country 
with the intention of staying away. It is rather 
to be suspected that we have lost more people 
than we have gained during this five month per- 
iod. Still, if there had been no immigration the 
population would be nearly forty thousand less 
than it is at present. The gain counterbalances 
that much loss, numerically, whatever, the net 
decrease may have been. 


NOTHING IN THAT LINE 


Parliament is overhauling the ‘regulations 
governing the payment of sessional indemnities. 
Hereafter if any or all of the members see fit to 
go home two weeks before a session ends they 
will not be subject to the deduction of $25 per 
day hitherto imposed for that offence. The mem- 
bers are also_excusing themselves from having to 
attend three-quarters of the sitting in order to 
draw the indemnity. In future they will get the 
full amount if they attend fifty days or more 
during a session, and $25 per day if they are 
present on less than that number. Members will 
hereafter be able to draw the indemnity in 
monthly instalments, at the rate of $20 per day, 
while if they are absent for more than fifteen 
days during the session they will lose at the rate 
of $25 for each day over that limit of grace. 
No, nothing is done about reducing the indemnity 
The impulse to deflate has not yet become a 


passion, 


THAT EXTRA CENT 

The railway mail clerks of the dominion think 
it would be in the-general interests of the post- 
age rate was restored to the two cent level of pre- 
war days. The higher cost of correspondence is 
one financial result of the great conflict which 
the public seem to have endured with little or no 
complaint. Twenty odd years ago when the 
price of a stamp was cut from three cents to two 
the reduction was hailed as a matter of very con- 
siderable importance, and went some way to 
secure another lease of power to the then govern- 
ment at the elections which followed. The former 
rate was again applied as a war measure, and its 
retention has not provoked any general protest. 
That may be because the war has hit our pockets 
in so many other ways, and with far more damay- 
ing results, that the extra copper does not seem 
worth the trouble of starting a ‘‘row’* The 
mail clerks, however, are in position te know, and 
their opinion that the fifty per cent extra charge 
is hurting the post office business is worthy of 
attention. It might be good policy for the de- 
partment to cut rates and make a bid for larger 
trade. 


A LAW-KEEPING PEOPLE 

A speaker at the Baptist convention said that 
while a great deal is heard about bootleggers 
and private stills and prescription-hunters, com- 
paratively little attention is called to the fact 
that the great mass of the people of the province 
ere obeying the law, and that their number is 
eteadily increasing. That is the case in respect 
¢o all laws. The one law-breaker gets publicity ; 
the nine law-observers do not. In regard to the 
prohibitory liquor law, naturally the party who 
is rounded up by the police occupies space in the 
newspapers and excites the notice of the public. 
He has been numerous enough to give rise to a 
claim in some quarters that he is either in the 
actual majority or that he comprises so large a 
minority that it is useless to try to regulate him. 
That is not a fact. The overwhelming majority 
of the people are living within the bounds of the 
liquor law—and all other laws, so far at least as 
they are able to keep posted on the annually in- 
creasing number of statutes made and provided 
which they are supposed to both know and keep. 
What is more, the observers of the law are in- 
creasing, not decreasing, in numbers, Like a 
good many other parts of the world, Canada has 
been going through a period of reaction from the 
hard discipline of war time, and here as else. 
where the tendency has been unduly strong to 
break the bounds and indulge in things forbid- 
den, That era is passing’ Respect for law and 
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authority is growing, not waning. The outlaw 
is getting less common and less popular. Making 
moonshine out of dandelions and potatoes is not 


now regarded as ‘‘putting one over’’ the govern 


ment; but as an act or rebellion against a law 
that was created to make conditions safer and 
saner. The people of Alberta are not anarchists, 
and there are signs that they are coming to have 
a good deal less patience with the minority who 
want to be. 


THE BALKAN DISTURBANCE 


The death of the late Bulgarian premier bet- 
ters the chances of the revolutionary government 


staying in power. Without a leader, the peasant 


party may accept the new regime rather than 
challenge the army to combat. What the militar- 
ists will do with the power they have seized is 
a matter of financial importance at least to the 
allies. The late government, whether from sym- 
pathy or sagacity, pursued a policy of consistent 
friendliness to the allies since the signing of the 
armistice. Asa result Bulgaria was f@given all 
but 100 millions of the 470 millions imposed upon 
it as a war indemnity. It is to be supposed that 
this liberal discount of the bill was conting 
upon continued good conduct, and that should 
the new government show a disposition to quarre] 
with its neighbors the other 370 millions would 
also be demanded. Evidently the intentions of 
the new ministers are not taken for granted as 
being pacific, since the day they seized power 
Rumania, Yugo-Slavia, Greece and Checko-Slo- 
viakia took measures of defence. Perhaps these 
powers would rather have Bulgaria’s money than 
its friendship. Somebody will have to pay that 
370 millions. 


PENALIZING THE BOYS 

Notice is being given that the Mounted Police 
have received instruction to collect a dollar from 
every person in this part of the province who 
operates a radio receiving set. That being their 
instructions, the police of course have no alter- 
native but to obey, and it is to be supposed that 
the penalties prescribed will fall upon anyone 
who is found to have failed to send in his dollar 
for the privilege of listening in to the music in 
the air. But it does seem to be pretty ‘‘small 
potatoes’’ for the government of this dominion 
to get after a school boy who has saved up his 
nickles and bought wire and binding posts, anc 
constructed a radio set, and to threaten him with 
a heavy fine if he does not contribute a dollar 
to the federal treasury. ‘The inevitable result 
is plain. Many a boy will have to scrap his set 
for lack of thédollar. Others will be discouraged 
from developing their mechanical skill by con- 
structing such apparatus. And a good many will 
keep both the radio and the dollar, and take 
chances on getting caught: Perhaps there was 
good reason for thus trying to keep tab on all 
the radio sets in the country when we were at 
war. But the war is over now. In the interests 
of radio and of the boys, the government might 
well take off the restrictions and tell the little 
shaps to ‘‘hop to it,’’ and build more and better 
sets and as many as they like. The more so be 
cause it is not humanly possible to collect from 
all, and that the honest boy will pay while the 
other won’t.

No man can he said to be 
educated who has not learned to obey, Nor can educa- 
tion fit for life unless it inculcates and enforces obedli- 
ence, for thatjs what life does. 


A GENTLE PROTEST.

PAYING UP. 


Financial Post. 

After spending several weeks in Western Canada, 
during which he was closely in touch with th® officials 
of mortgage companies and other farm loaning institu- 
tions, John Appleton, secretary of the Dominion Mort- 
gage and Investment Association, confirms the reporta 
of improved conditions in the agricultural eituation. 
This improvement is not only actual and material os 
Mr. Appleton found &, but it is all the more marked 
because of the reaction with the spring activity on the 
land from the campaigns of discontent in which certain 
politicians have been active since the last crop season. 
Mr. Appleton reports that the new crop is going in 
under very favorable conditions as regards moisture 
and that the farmers are getting right down to work, 
realizing that in the long run success depends upon tho 
production of wealth out of the land. Agitations for 
cheap money and other panaceas of the politician are 
now forgotten in the activity of getting in the crop and 
the prospect of a profitable harvest 

It has been estimated by Edward Oliver, statisticlan 
of the department of agriculture, Saskatchewan, that 
the record Western crop of last year provided a profit 
of $100,000,000, It is difficult to reconolle this figure 
with the campaigns for cheap money in the West, 
which have been based upon the inability of the farm- 
ers to met their obligations. No dvoubt there are many 
eases of hardship, where there have been crop failures 
for a number of years, or where farmers took on more 
land during the period of high prices than they could 
successfully operate, but the faot remains that pay- 
ments have been much better met during the market- 
ing season than was the case @ year ago; the manner 
in which the funds have been forthcoming in some 
instances would lead to the conclusion that not all of the 
proceeds of the crop went to the bank but that some 
of it stayed in the “jeans of the farmer,
